VALUATION OF DECLARER’S 


HAND. 


In using the distributional count to 
estimate the number of available win- 
ners at his own trump bid, the play- 
er counts his honor winners and adds | 
to them the length value of the trump | 
and side suits. 

The full value of honors is as fol- | 
lows: the trump suit is usually con- | 
troled by the declarer, who can draw | 
out the opponents’ trumps and remove | 
the danger of a third round of a side | 
suit being ruffed. Therefore, A K \Q, | 
which is valued as only 2-plus, honor | 
the opponents’ 
bid because the queen may be ruffed, 
becomes three full 
ers own bid. K Q J, 
honor tricks, 
winners because 
two tricks. 

The table of honor winners gives 
the values of the various combinations, 
Declarer counts his honor strength in 
accordance with these values and then 
adds the long ecards of his trump suit 
and side suits of four cards or more. 

How to value the trump suit. Until 
partner has denied the suit (by re- 
fusing to raise), every card over three 
in the trump suit is valued as one 
full winner. Thus, the trump suit 9 
7 4 3 2 is worth three winners; 
643 2 
the total value is four winners—three 
for length and one for the ace. 

If partner supports the suit, 
continues to count each long 
trump as one full winner. If partner

In later years, Stone Age paintings 


found in other eaves. The peo- 
ple who made the paintings were very 
likely ancestors of the modern 

Basques, who live in the Pyrenees 
mountain region, There are today 
more than half a million Basques, 
most of them in northern Spain. They 
speak a langnage of their own, very 
different from Spanish or French. 
About nine-tenths of the Basques are 
farmers, but some spend their lives 
as fishermen, obtaining fish from the 
Bay of Biscay. 

Among the other people in Spain 
during early times were short, dark- 
brownish-skinned folk known 
as “Iberians.”’ They lived chiefly in 
southern and eastern parts the 
country, and probably entered Spain 
from northern Africa. 

Still others were “Celts.” members 
of a race which spread over Europe 
long ago, probably coming from Asia. 
They were light-skinned, and many 
had blue eyes. They entered Spain 
from the north. Some settled in cen- 
tral Spain, in the highlands around 
Madrid, and in that region they seem 
to have mixed a great deal with the 
Iberians. 

Sailors of Phoenicia and Greece ris- 
ited the Spanish coast in early times, 
The eity of Cadiz, in southern Spain, 
traces its history back to a village 
started there by the Phoenicians 3.000 
years ago. Cadiz is one of the very 
old cities of Enurope—some scholars 
give it the credit of being the oldest 
of all. 

Roman armies eonquered Spain 
more than 2,100 years ago, and the 
eountry became an important part of 
the Roman empire. In Spain todar 
there are bridges and roads which 
date back to Roman times, and there 
are remains arenas where gladi- 
ators and wild beasts fought.
